PROGRAM NOTES 


Dancer in the Dark is a 2000 
cinematic creation written and 
directed by Lars von Trier, with the 
soundtrack by Icelandic musician 
Bjork. Bjork stars in the film as a 
Czech immigrant to the United 
States in 1963. Suffering from a 
blinding degenerative eye condition, 
Bjork’s character works at a local 
factory with the hopes of funding 
an operation for her twelve-year 
old son to prevent the same fate. 
The soundtrack was released as 
an album entitled Selmasongs. The 
Overture establishes a haunting 
and melancholy atmosphere, 
upon which the main theme of 
the film emerges. Symbolic of the 
protagonist’s journey throughout 
the film, the opening motif is 
repeated and elaborated, each 
time becoming increasingly urgent, 
eventually dissolving into a stable 
form. 

University of Toronto’s Gary Kulesha 
wrote the double trombone 
concerto Streets of Fire for 
Vanessa Fralick and Gordon Wolfe 
to perform at the 2019 International 
Trombone Festival in Muncie, 
Indiana. Streets of Fire was the 
first major work that Kulesha wrote 
after his Double Concerto for Violin, 
Viola, and Orchestra. It is ironic that 
it is also a double concerto, but 
he took the opportunity to make it 
very different from the previous one. 
The string double concerto is very 
textural and airy, with transparent 
orchestration. 


Because two trombones will likely 
never be overpowered by any kind 
of ensemble, in this new work he 
was able to write a very different 
kind of music. The title Streets of 
Fire is not a reference to any kind 
of pop culture and does not imply 
any programme. It is intended to 
suggest a kind of urban ennui, life 
in the city, and the day-to-day trials 
and satisfactions of living in a big 
metropolitan centre. Streets of Fire 
is in three sections that are played 
without a break. The first section 
has the indication “Moderately fast; 
hard.” The second, slow section 
is headed “Lyrical; warm.” The 
indication for the final section is 
simply “Restless.” There is no jazz 
in this piece, but there are frequent 
side glances at it. It is a true 
virtuoso showpiece for the soloists, 
who are equals throughout. 

Program note by Gary Kulesha. 

British composer Adam Gorb 
was commissioned to write 
Adrenaline City by a collective of 
United States Air Force Bands. A 
concert overture, Adrenaline City 
is in sonata form and is notable 
for its constantly changing time 
signatures. Inspired by both the 
stress and vibrancy of 21st-century 
city life, the meter changes are one 
of the many ways in which Gorb 
musically represents this 
contemporary life throughout the 
work. 


Both an Irish ballad and traditional 
hymn, Be Though My Vision is 

a widely-known melody. David R. 
Gillingham’s version of this work is 
one of power and reverence. His 
use of tonal colour sets the scene 
from the beginning and climaxes as 
the sun breaks through the clouds - 
representing an eternal message of 
faith and hope. 

Following his first trip to the Big 
Apple, Philip Sparke was inspired to 
bring to life the exciting, fascinating 
and romantic emotions brought 
upon by a visit to the bustling 
metropolis that is New York City. 
Throughout A Weekend in New 
York , you will experience laid-back 
blues - featuring sultry sax solos, 
exciting street scenes and musical 
moments of awe as the composer 
realizes the wild and romanticized 
NYC cliches are in fact a reality! 

A Child’s Garden of Dreams was 

commissioned by the Northwestern 
University Wind Ensemble and 
John and Marietta Paynter in 1980. 
It was premiered in 1982 at the 
College Band Directors National 
Association convention, with John 
Paynter conducting. American 
composer David Maslanka draws 
inspiration from Carl Jung’s book 
Man and His Symbols , which tells 
the story of a psychiatrist who 
receives a booklet from his ten- 
year-old daughter as a Christmas 
present. The booklet contains vivid 
imagery of 12 dreams that she 
had when she was eight years old. 


Jung describes: “Though childlike, 
the dreams were uncanny, and 
they contained images whose 
origin was wholly incomprehensible 
to the father.” The child died of 
an infectious disease about a 
year after that Christmas, a fate 
perhaps foreshadowed. Maslanka 
selected five of the twelve dreams 
as inspiration for the movements of 
this work. 

The five movements of this 38 
minute work are unified by two 
reoccurring motivic ideas. The 
first is the “Here I Am” motive, 
a descending major second, 
introduced by the brass early in 
the first movement. This gesture 
signifies a call to the dreamer 
that draws her to move forward 
without fear. The second is the 
“Epiphany” motive, four scalar 
descending notes followed by 
a leap up to a perfect fifth. This 
motive, also introduced in the 
opening movement, represents 
the dreamer’s realization of a 
fully transformed consciousness. 
Maslanka wrote that his goal in 
writing A Child’s Garden of Dreams 
was “to pull the listener forcefully 
through a musical space. If it works 
right, all elements of the conscious 
and unconscious are engaged.”

BIOGRAPHIES 


Gillian MacKay is Professor of 
Music of the University of Toronto, 
where she conducts the Wind 
Ensemble and teaches conducting. 
Gillian has an active professional 
career as a conductor, adjudicator, 
and clinician. She has conducted 
honour ensembles throughout 
Canada and internationally, and 
serves as Associate Conductor 
of the Denis Wick Canadian 
Wind Orchestra. Dr. MacKay has 
adjudicated band festivals at local, 
provincial, and national levels 
in Canada. She has conducted 
honour bands and judged 
competitions abroad, including 
Singapore, Thailand, and Korea. 

Dr. MacKay enjoys presenting 
clinics and workshops at 
conferences and symposia, and 
is known for her work on the 
relationship between conducting 
and mime. Currently, she is 
investigating the application of 
the Michael Chekhov acting 
technique to movement and 
meaning in conducting. Gillian leads 
the University of Toronto Wind 
Conducting Symposium each July, 
and has been the guest instructor 
at other symposia in Canada and 
abroad. 

Gillian earned degrees from the 
University of Lethbridge, McGill 
University, and Northwestern 
University. 


Captain John Fullerton completed 
a music degree at Dalhousie 
University in 1994, and joined the 
Canadian Armed Forces in 1998. 

He was first posted to the Naden 
Band of Maritime Forces Pacific 
in Victoria, British Columbia. After 
many rewarding years as a hornist 
and Drum Major for the Naden 
Band, he was promoted to Petty 
Officer 1 st Class in 2006. 

Commissioned in the fall of 2008, 
Captain Fullerton undertook a 
16-month training period where 
he studied conducting with Dr. 

Gillian MacKay, Director of Wind 
Conducting at the University of 
Toronto. In 2010 he was selected to 
Command the Royal Canadian Air 
Force Band in Winnipeg, Manitoba. 
Captain Fullerton was posted to 
Ottawa, Ontario in 2016, taking 
Command of the Central Band of 
the Canadian Armed Forces. 

Hailing from Nelson, British 
Columbia, Gordon Wolfe has been 
a member of the Toronto Symphony 
Orchestra since 2001, becoming 
Principal Trombone in 2006. He 
was previously a member of the 
Winnipeg and Victoria Symphony 
Orchestras, and has also performed 
with the Los Angeles Philharmonic, 
the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra, 
the St. Paul Chamber Orchestra, 
and the National Arts Centre 
Orchestra. Gordon studied with 


Canadian trombone icons Ian 
McDougall, Thomas Eadie, and 
Peter Sullivan at the University of 
Victoria and McGill University while 
working through his bachelor and 
master’s degrees in music. 

In Toronto, Gordon performs 
frequent recitals with BATSO (Brass 
Artists of the Toronto Symphony 
Orchestra) as part of the Royal 
Conservatory of Music’s Great Artist 
Series. He has been featured as a 
soloist with the Toronto Symphony 
Orchestra, Orchestra Toronto, the 
Hannaford Street Silver Band, and 
the Idaho State University Wind 
Ensemble. Gordon draws top 
students from across Canada to 
his trombone studio at the Royal 
Conservatory of Music’s Glenn 
Gould School. 

Vanessa Fralick joined the Toronto 
Symphony Orchestra as Associate 
Principal Trombone in 2013. Prior to 
her current position, she played 


three seasons as Acting Associate 
Principal Trombone of the St. Louis 
Symphony. She won her first 
orchestral position with the San 
Antonio Symphony in 2009, while 
pursuing her master’s degree at The 
Juilliard School. Vanessa completed 
her undergraduate degree at the 
University of Toronto, studying with 
Jeffrey Hall and Gordon Wolfe, 
and also spent one year at McGill 
University. 

An active educator, Vanessa is on 
faculty at the University of Toronto, 
the National Music Camp of 
Canada, National Youth Orchestra 
of Canada, and is the brass 
coach of the Toronto Symphony 
Youth Orchestra. Vanessa also 
performs frequently as a soloist, 
most recently as a guest artist at 
Trombonanza 2017 in Argentina, 
at the 2016 International Trombone 
Festival in New York City, and at 
the 2015 American Trombone 
Workshop in Washington, D.C.
